Title of Book Just Issued,
Attacking Bible Instructor

ACTION IS AT ONCE TAKEN

Removal 'of Dr. Miller Is Asked For
on the Ground That He Is Under-
mining the Faith of Princeton
Students "Crime Dastardly," Says
Former Presbyterian Moderator.

NEW YORK. Louis Hopkins Mil-

ler, who occupies the chair of Biblical
instruction at Princeton University,
is accused of heretical teachings in
a pamphlet called "The Devil in Cap
and Gown," Just issued by tho Itov.
Dr. Ford C. Ottmun. The pamphlet
was widely circulated among the
ministers attending tho Protestant
Church Assembly at Stony Brook,
L. I., recently. Copies of it have been
sent to nil tho members of tho Uni-
versity Board of Trustees. Tho re-

moval of Dr. Miller is asked on tho
ground that he is undermining tho
faith of the Princeton students.

It was the Itev. Dr. John P. Carson,
pastor of, the Central Presbyterian
Church of Brooklyn who Introduced
the pamphlet at the Stony Brook as-

sembly. Dr. Carson Is a former mod-
erator of tho General Assembly of
the Presbyterian Church. In com-
menting on the role Professor Miller
Is said to have played, Dr. Carson
said:

"No crime more dastardy can bo
Imagined that that of a teacher in
a Christian university undermining
the faith of the boys nnd girls of
our Christian homes. You do not
send your boys to college to have
their confidence in the Bible, their
love for and faith in Jesus Christ
chattered and destroyed by the quib-
bling of d scholarship."

Dr. Ottman's pamphlet quotes Dr.
Miller as saying, in describing the
birth of Christ:

"Our sources of Information do not
enable us to answer explicitly. It Is
not clear just when ho was born, nor
where, nor under what circumstances.
It is certain that U1I3 significant
event in the history of mankind oc-

curred near the end of the reign of
Herod the Great, somewhere In what
wo now call Palestine If you should
press m for my opinion regarding
further details I would say that He
was probably the con of Joseph and
Mary aril that he was horn In Naz-nrpt- h

of GaUloe. Concerning the
djys of His youth and young man-
hood we have no clear Information.
His visit to Jerusalem at the age of
twelve (Luke II., 39-D- may not be
historical, but It Is certainly In keep-
ing with any Inferences that may
fairly be drawn from His later de-
velopment.

"Whatever else wo may or may not
believe regarding His conception or
Himself, we are constrained to hold
that He consldnrnd His life and
teaching the consummation of Old
Testament prophocy, and that Ho
builded consciously on the basis of
truth the prophets, had already laid
down.

"Regarding His oarly environment
we know that he had four brothers
and at least two sisters, ana it Is

that He learned the trade
of His father, who was a master
builder of Nazareth. It Is only fair
to assume that these hereditary and
envl onmental forces imparted form
as well as content to Jesus's ex-
panding thought, but they rto not ex
plain His exalted personality."
